GRAPHOLOGY: ANOTHER TOOL FOR UFO RESEARCH? by David Reneke 

In pursuing the UFO problem one frequently comes to the point where they 
begin to have misgivings about the sincerity of the witness or his/her 
ability to relate the ’truth as it actually happened. How many times has an 
investigator asked himself "what makes tiis person tick? has he ahidden 
personality that I cannot see?" You can investigate the person concerned, 
his employment historr, his relationship with his friends, etc., and you will 
end up with good, corroborative data to enhance your findings,. I believe the 
UFO investigator must grasp onto anything that can assist him in his work, we 
can never get too much information on a report 

It is with this thought in mind that I would like to seriously propose the 
adoption of handwriting analysis - Graphology to be more correct - and incor 
porate it into the initial follow up procedure. You already have the 1 raw 
materials 1 in the form of a written report, so that held part is over with. 

All that would remain is to allow a competent analyst, versed in the subject, 
to interpret the handwriting and give their views on the person or persons 

concerned; it may reveal something that could profoundly effect the case; 
•think st>ou't it!. 

□f course I would not suggest every report be tackled in this way; in most 
cases you can plainly see that the witness concerned is stable and is telling 
the truth to the best of his/her ability. I don’t suggest a simple Nocturnal 
Light get this treatment either; use some common sense and you will see which 
class of- report would -merit* this follow up. Lt would* pro>ve invaluable in a 
lot of CElll cases as well as those involving psychic manifestations; it 
would give the researcher ’another tool’ to work with 

GRAPHOLOGY is the study of a person’s handwriting to obtain information 
about his personality. Although most scientists classify graphology as a 
pseudoscience, its practice is widespread in -Europe and many American 
Business forms regularly consult graphologists for advice about which people 
to hire/fire. A1 least one American university - the New School for Social 
Research in New York City - teaches graphology as a -erious diagnostic aid. 

Some of the principles on which graphology is based are true: for example 
handwriting changes with the stresses of illness, old age and tension. The 
serious psychological study of handwriting has been more widespread in Europe 
than in the USA. In the 1980s the French psychologist, Alfred Binet, tested 













seven graphologists. He asked them to distinguish writing samples of 37 
highly successful men ffnm samples of 37 very unsuccessful ones. All the 
graphologists performed better than chance would allow, and one scored 
correctly on 92$ of the cases. 

Despite lack of 1 evidence r for the claims of graphology, many psychologists 
consider the study of handwriting a useful diagnostic tool. . Indeed, several 
psychology textbooks on projective techniques include discussions of graph¬ 
ology. Such techniques are testing methods that obtsin information about a 
patient 1 s personality without asking direct questions. 

* " ' ' " " fT' * . ^ ! 

We are now looking into areas that were never previously thought of, utilizing 
techniques that, before now, were considered of little value to UFO research. 
The advent of the computer analysis for clarification and retrieval of 
ph±ographic images is one aspect that has advanced the study of Ufology 
tremendously and although many feel its use' is of limited value, and the 
results obtained are of questionable validity, it must be remembered that 
this equipment is still undergoing refinement and will eventually T come of age 1 
PSE (psychological stress evaluation) machines have recently been introduced 
to complement regrdssive hypnosis and their use in determining the validity 
of the witness 1 s testimony has already been proven. It is considered nearly 
foolproof by at least 10 law enforcement agencies in the USA and in Australia 
their introduction has surpassed their owners expectaticDns • 

These techniques are ail tools for the researcher to use, but like all things 
new and innovotive, they get knocked. What have the 'old' methods gained us? 
Are we a lot closer following the 'established' rules? Is there any reason 
why we shouldn't adopt new mihodologies to promote UFO research even if the 
methods at first appear 'way out'? 

The answer to all these questions is a resounding N01 and where applicable 
NOTHING! 

Why not consider graphology? Isn^t it in the same league7 What have we got 
to lose? At least TRY IT'. 

Handwriting analysis is used extensively in criminal investigations and 
While I do not class our witnesses as criminals, the procedure, in many 
cases, is the same. In other words, we obtain testimony on a certain event 
and through a logical -sequence of movements we gradually urco/er the 'facts 1 * 

We travel from one location to another; we analyze anything pertinent - 
sometimes using very sophisticated equipment; we question people; we take 
photos; verbatim statements; written data; check on the background of the. 
reporter and his acquaintances as well as compiling a completed record of 
the event* 

We deal with people, so we must concentrate more on what they supply us, 
including, their own testimony. It stands to reason that the more information 
we have on the person making the report the more* concrete that report will be 
in the eyes of.a critical scrutineer. 

If courts and Police departments utilize handwriting analysds and get results, 
why noir Ufology?. 


ALL THAT GLITTERS.#...#.... Compiled by David Rees. 

COTTINGLY PHOTOGRAPHS : Many UK readers may have seen the BBC TV play called 

Fairies,, which was a dramanation of the alleged incidents concerning two 
girls who took a camera into Cottingly Gjfsn in Yorkshire in 1917 and photo¬ 
graphed fairies in various poses. Chicago born Robert Sheaffer wrote an 
article called 'The Cottingley Photographs - winged Ufonauts 1 which first 
appeared in Officail UFO in October 1977. He states, "The Cottingley photos 
must be considered one of the great unsolved mysteries facing the Ufo analyst" 
In the June 1978 issue of 'Fate' Sheaffer again writes about the photos, but 
this time with a different viewpoint - item titled ’The Cottingley Fairies - 
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a Hoax? 1 • In this he presents the rssults of William Spauldings computer 
analysis of the photos; he concludes that the facial features were painted 
on as brush marks are visible as is a thread of string suspending a figure# 

In the November 1978 issue of ’Fate 1 Jerome Clark hits the nail on the head, 
he tells of Psychical researcher Fred Gettings tracing three of the figures 
to a childrens book called 'Princess Mary's Gift Book' published in 1915 
(two years before the first photos, by Hodder and Stoughton; the illustrations 
.in question are finm an Alfred Noyes poem entitled 'A spell for a fairy 1 - 
all that was required was an enlargment of the wings plus a re-arrangement 
of the figures before transferring them onto glass. Other points in this 
item also indicate a hoax. Gnome News in the August issue featured Sheaffers 
Official UFO article and the book 'Fairies - The Cottingley Photographs and 
their 5equel' by Edward L Gardner (The Theosophical Publishing House - 1974) 

A story that has survived over 60 years really does seem a drawn-out HOAX• 


THE AMITYVILLE HORROR 

Some readers will no doubt have read the book on tfis case by Jay Anson, 
concerning the Lutz family moving into a new £40,000 home at 112, Ocean Ave., 
Amityville, USA. The last occupants were all murdered as they slept (six in 
all). The Lutz family stayed in the house for 28 days, after alleged witness¬ 
ing every conceivable paranormal event including - an encounter with a horned 
creature, levitqtion, hoof marks in the snow, room odours, strange noises, 
moving objects, swarms of flies, green slime oozing from floors and walls, 
and a snorting horrendously ugly red-eyed pig. The very American blurb on 
the book cover exclaims, "MORE HIDEOUSLY FRIGHTENING THAN THE EXORCIST, 

BECAUSE IT ACTUALLY HAPPENED". Many of the claims in the book on investi¬ 
gation do not hold up, for example, the book by Anson gives details of a 
strange encounter a priest goes through who agreed to bless the house. "As 
the priest is driving along the Van Wyck Expressway in Queens, he finds hii 
car is forced onto the shoulder of the road, his hood (bonnet) flies open and 
smashes against the windshielf. The right door opens suddenly and as Mancuso 
(the priest) attempts to brake the car stalls". in actual fact Father 
Mancuso experienced nothing more than a flat tyre! His car was old and in a 
state of disrepair, also Anson states the Police Department were called in, 
yet the Police disagree - no involvment. The whole book is covered with 
examples like the above. Jay Anson is a screenwriter, best know, you've 
guessed it, for his work on the h± film THE EXORCIST. Neddless to say, a film 
version of the haunting has been made and was released in Britain early this 
year. Directed by Stuart Rosenberg and starring amongst others Rod Steiger 
In the States the film is a big hit and had raked in more than 60,000,000 
dollars toy January; not a bad return on an iniial investment of 5,000,000 
dollars making the movie. The Jay Anson novel has also sold well, over four 
million copies'. Did Anson see the potential in the Lutz claims to create 
the ultimate "DEVIL" movie, e.g. Rosemary's Baby/Omen? Since their story has 
been published, the Lutz family's fortunes have changed dramatically - at the 
time he was a land surveyor with a king-sized mortgage (£40,000) for the 
house and a tax problem. Since the versions of the story have been sold to 
a newspaper, a mass circulation magazine, book and a film, George Lutz has 
given up his job and bought a luxury home near the sea at La Costa in 
California# Melvin Harris of the British Society for psychic Research says 
"Mr and Mrs.Lutz told three different vereions of what is supposed to have 
happened"# The Psychical Research Foundation ot Duke University looked into 
the case and decided there was nothing worth investigating. Dr.Stephen 
Kaplan, Director of the Parapsychology Institute of America states, *After 
several months of extensive research and interviews with those involved, we 
have found no evidence to support any claim of a haunted house. What we did 
find is a couple who had purchased a house they could not afford and it is 
our professional opinion that the story of the haunting is mostly fiction." 
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Lawyer William Webber is quoted as saying, "We created this horror story 
over many bottles of wine. ,M And what of the present owners of 112 Qcean Ave., 
Well James and Barbara Comarty don’t hold btfck with their thoughts - "The 
Lutz tale of horror is a pack of lies!" So, what do you think? Here in 
Britain we have what is regarded as the most haunted house in the World, (in 
fact the house was destroyed some years ago, but the "Activities” have been 
transferred* from the Rectory to the Church). The location is Borley and was 
much investigated by the late Harry Price - tbe whdle Borley enigma is well 
documented unlike Anson's novel written approach, put together in similar 
vein to Ufologys novel answer, Clive Harolds - "The Uninvited " - How long 
will it be before we see this incident under the film title of "THE DYFED 
OEMON"? 


INSTITUTE FOR THE EVALUATION OF ANOMALOUS PHENOMENA 

The following case is taken from Flying Saucer Review, Volume 23, No.l - 1977. 

■ 

It appears as one of several cases described in an article entitled "NORTH 
STAFFORDSHIRE FLAP WITH HUMANOID REPORT" by Jenny Randles. 

This case has been re-evaluated by the Institute and the conclusions and 
comments are given overleaf: 

O ccupants seen at Biqnall End . 

The final event saw the flap, and the year, out with a bang - quite literally! 

On December 31, 1976, Mrs.Nellie Richardson, a 65-year old lady, from Bignall 
End - a village which once more overlooks the Cheshire plains to the north 
west with about twelve miles of gentle, undulating lands towards the twon of 
Crewe, was awoken from her sleep by a loud bang. This sound was also confirm¬ 
ed by her Neighbour, although she sleeps in a southwards-facing bedroom and 
did not see anything. 

Mrs.Richardson got out of bed to see what was happening because a brilliant 
yellow glow was flooding into her bedroom. As she reached the window she 
Saw that it came from a large oval object outside, hovering over the country¬ 
side . 

Investigators were later to ascertain that it was on a bearing of 290° and at 
a low elevation of 10°. The interview was conducted some tv^.ve hours after 
the sighting and it appears that there is .likely to be a reasonable amount 
of accuracy about these figures. In size it was equivalent to a nine inch 
diameter dinner plate held at a distance of ten feet. 

Mrs.Richardson wanted to know the time but her alarm clock had stopped, so 
she went downstairs and confirmed that it was 02.45 a.m. She set her clock 
right and went back upstairs. The object had now moved slightly and was on 
a bearing of 320°. appearing much larger than the full moon, and filling one 
quarter of the window. It gow seemed to be moving towards her and darkened 
to an orange colour. 

5he watched the object for well over an hour before it appeared to move away. 
At this point she says that two shadowy figures appeared to be silhouetted 
aijainst the side of the object. They were like toy soldiers and were quite 
definitely moving about in front of it. They disappeared from view and the 
object continued to move away. 

At about 4*15 a.m. her 31-year-old son Johp, who is an engineer, returned 
from a restaurant. He saw his mother very distressed, and was able to watch 
the object move away into the distance, glowing like a gas fire. He explained 
to her that he had seen it hs he had driven home, looking like a glowing 
orange ball, and moving ve y slowly to the north west towards Crewe. He 
had been watching it for fifteen minutes. 

There is one interesting footnote to this iccident-. The family cat was found 
on the downstairs window ledge staring out towards the object. The Richard¬ 
sons attest that hfc is never disturbed during the night by anything. 
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No explanation for this report was found. Often in long-duration sightings 
of this type one suspects an astronomical solution, ( but there was nothing 
which could be of relevance here. The moon was not full and had in fact set 
before the incident began. On a TV programme about the sighting Dr ? Ron 
Maddison of Keel University discussed possible explanations with Derek James, 
one of the investigators, and could offer none. Manchester Airport had no 
radar trackings, and there were no aircraft movements in the area. Cheshire 
police could also offer no solution. 

Investigation of all these reports fell to the hands of the UFORA Stafford¬ 
shire group, who did a fine 'job in evaluating and correlating them. Particular 
thanks are due to investigators Derek James, and Chris Bourne. 

UFO Report - Biqnall End, Staffs - 31*12.76 

EVALUATION: . . 

It was because of the alleged long duration of this event that an astronomical 
explanation was immediately suspected - in this particular instance, the Moon. 

Meteorological records show that there had been long clear period overnight 
(30/31st December f 76) 1 eading to a frost and some mist patches, and this 
was the case when t-he observations took place. The Royal Observatory at 
Herstmonceux confirmed our calculations that the Moon set at 03.18 GMT on 
31st December on a bearing of 294° true. Contrary to what is stated in the 
article the Moon, therefore, had not set before the incident beganl 

The bearing of 290° and the elevation of 10° quoted in the article are 
described as being reasonably accurate. But, considering the nearness of 
the witness to the window through which the observation was made (i.e. 10 ft) 
and the accuracy of remembrance as to the position of the object in the 
window, measurements which deviated only slightly from the actual point of 
observation bould have no better ^ccuracy than plus of minus 10 G . # Therefore, 
as the observation betjaa shortly before 02.45 GM.T, in a direction somewhere 
between say 280° and 300° and an elevation of between 0° and 20°, it would 
have b^en impossible under the prevailing weather conditions for Mrs. 

Richardson not to have observed the Moon! In on interview, she stated she 
had not seen the Moon, but a large glowing object which illuminated her 
bedroom with yellow light (Moonlight?). In her description, she said the 
object was very bright on the left hand side and more diffused on the right. 
This is easily consistent with the Moon seen under frosty conditions when 
ice crystals in the atmosphere tended to refract and diffuse the light, thus 
enhancing the overall size of the image.

Looking through Mrs•Richardson 1 s window in the direction of the observation, 
one could not help noticing a telegraph pole someway down the field, and ,it 
is quite Basy to see where the alleged "shadowy entities 11 originated froml 
Bearing in mind the time of morning, and the faot that the witness is 65 years 
old and wears glasses, it is not unreasonable to suggest that she simply 
observed the top of this pole silhouetted against the setting Moon, its image 
diffused and the colour reddened by atmospheric extinction and refraction by 
ice crystals in the frosty atmosphdre. 

The article states "no explanation for the report was found". Our findings 
disagree completely with this superficial conclusion. It is also most 
surprising that Dr.Ron Maddison, one time director of the Lunar Section of 
the British Astronomical Association, did not conclude that the UFO was 
nothing more than the Moon. But then, Dr.Madciaon has no experience of 
investigating UFO reports and, in fact, was not involved in tftis case 
personally# We cannot vouch for the additional bearing given a s 320° and 
it is not plain whether any of the bearings recorded are magnetic or otherwise. 

The only piece of information which appears to conflict with the "Moon 
explanations" is the time of observation "given by Mrs•Richardson f s son. 

After speaking to both witnesses, we are how convinced that the son made 
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an error in the time of his bbservation of one hourl It appears that he 
determined the time by a clock on the wall of a cafe near his home where 
he had spent the early hours of the morning with a friend. He admits that 
when he "checked" the time from his seat by the wall, he had to look across 
the fact of the clock and it is possible that a mistake could have been mode. 
The clock in eny case is not always accurate and on the morning in question 
was approximately 10 minutes fast. 

Mrs.Richardson is quite sure she did not observe the object, all told, for 
more than about 40 minutes. This duration covers her initial observation, 
her goipg downstairs to check the time (02.45 GMT) and making and drinking 
a cup of tea dnd, finally, her return to bed to watch the object for a 
further ID to 15 minutes. At the end of this time her son had returned home 
and had joined her at the bedroom wihdow for two or three minutes to see the 
object disappear over the horizon, i.e. calculated at a time between 03.15 
and 03.20 GMT. The Moon sefi at 03.10 GMT. 

CONCLUSIONS : It is concluded, therefore, that the UFO sighting was 

consistent with the witnesses observing the Moon inder ’unusual" meteorological 
conditions• • 

COMMENTS : The treatment of this case once more evidences the poor standards 

of investigation of UFO reports in this country* The evaluation is obviously 
very superficial* To call the observation a "humanoid Report" is a gross 
misrepresentation of the facts and appears to stem not only from a lack of 
objectivity and certain pre-conceived ideas about the subject, but from a 
need to sensationalise what was, in fact, -nothing more than the misidentifi- 
cation of a natural phenomenon. 

We only hope that those researchers who may have inadvertently recorded this 
case as a "humanoid" report will amend their records for the sake of accuracy# 
and like to many other alleged UFO reports*, this only also will be relegated 
to the category of indentified objects, fabrications and hoaxes.

A SUBMISSION TO THE INTERNATIONAL WHIKING PARTY ON STANDARDS IN UFO RESEARCH 
REGARDING THEIR 'INTERNATIONAL DEFINITION OF UFO REPORT y f . 

This submission raised some objections to the above definition as accepted 
|-y the Working Party at their first London talks and communicated in the 
report by Peter Hill. The following presentation is logically equivalent 
to the definition set out by Mr.Hill: 

1. A UFO Report is a statement. 

2. This statement has been made by a person, or persons, judged responsible 

and psychologically normal by commonly accepted standards.

3. The statement describes a personal visual or instrumentally aided 
perception of a phenomenon and/or its assumed physical effects.

4. The description does not specify any known physical event, object or 
process 

5. The description does not specify any psychological event or process. 
First Objection : 

Presumably clause 5 should read: "The description does not specify any known 
psychological event or proceds". One cannot judge whether a description 
specified an unknown psychological process, as clauses 4 and 5, taken 
together# imply. 
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Second Objection 

The following hypothetical case illustrates the problematical nature of clause 

2 : 

’A certified lunatic, ’A 1 ., recently escaped from an asylum and recaptured in 
a drunken state, makes the following statement in a rare moment of lucidity: 

"When I was free, I saw a UFO,...(description).which landed in a 

field. An entity got out and gave me the attached'object•" 

Bn analysis, the object turns out to be of an alloy that cannot be made using 
present technology. After several days, a picture of the UFO described by 
'A' developes on the surface of the object’. 

So even in the presence of overwhelming evidence for the accuracy of the 
statement, the definition insists on its not being a valid UFO Report. It 
is not appropriate to define 'UFO Report' on the basis of an essentially 
subjective judgement of the character of the person responsible for the 
statement* Hoaxes, drunken illusions and psychopathological fantasies are 
quite adequately covered by clause 5. 

Third objection : 

My final objection is much more fundamental. Again I will illustrate it 
with an example: 

'A reputable physicist, 'B', described in a statement how he observed and 
photographed the trace in a cloud chamber of what he believes to be a new 
fundamental particle. Analysis of the photograph shows conclusively that 
the trace is not due to 'any knwon physical event, object or process'•' 
f Bs f statement meets all of the‘requirements of the 'International Definition 
of UFO Report'1 Later on the term ? UFO' is defined as "The stimulus giving 
rise to a UFO report". Physicists will no doubt be interested to know that, 
from now on, any new particles they find are, in fact, UFOs! 

This example shows that the definition, as presently formulated, takes in 
any presently unknown phenomenon that can be observed, or can be detected 
using instruments. It is thus quite useless to a person faced with the 
problem of deciding whether a given document is, or is not, a UFO Report. 

To make sense of the dd\inition we 'would have to assume: 

1. That there is a single unique stimulus or class of stimuli that can be 
Termed 1 Ur 0'. 

2. That there are no other observable or detectable stimuli not presently 
known to science. 

Both these assumptions seem to me to be unwarranted. 

Conclusion : 

The International Working Party will, it seems to me, have to do some much 
more fundamental thinking about the nature of UfOs and Ufology before they 
C 0 me near to being able to propose an acceptable definition of 'UFO Report 1 . 

Finally, I would like to post the following question, which is aimed at 
stimulating such fundamental thinking: 

.. 

"Is there any meaningful reason to catagorise say, a report on the Hill 
abduction case, and a report on the Lakenheath Radar/Visual case together 
except that they have both been interpreted, essentially ina folk-art, 
non-scientific manner, as evidence of extraterrestrial visitation?".

THE AIRMEN WHO WOULD NOT DIE by John G Fuller (Souvenir Press) £5.95. 

Fortynine years ago, amid the great international race to produce a means 
of air transport thatwould outstrip t"he efforts of other countries, A British 
team at Cardington, near Bedford, constructed the gigantic airship the R101. 
Measuring 777 feet from nose to tail, it- was built to revolutionise travel 
in the 1930s, but from the beginning it was beset by production problems and 
by its very nature seemed unlikely to be capable of carrying enough passengers 
to make it economically viable. 

Into this already fraught situation came a voice of doom from beyond the 
grave. World War 1 ace Captain Raymond Hinchliffe, recently killed in a 
plane crash with Elsie Mackey in the Atlantic, revealed himself in a seance 
to warn of the RlQls terrible fate. Mounting anxiety in which Sio. Arthur 
Conan Doyle, creator of Sherlock Holmes and an active Spiritualist became 
involved failed to deter the political and financial backers, afraid of 
losing face. The R101 took off on her maiden flight to India....and crashed 
on the French side of the Channel, killing 48 of her 54 passengers and crew - 
an horrific mistake, the flight should never ha\/e taken place, political 
pressure to fly because of competion from France and the United States had 
ended in disaster and the end of the development Of airships -of any kine* 

John G Fuller has written a truly astounding book, -bringing to the notice of 
the world the facts concerning this fascinating case for the existance of 
precognition and life after death, a subject which is gaining popularity, 
to the point where people are now asking "is there a life before life?". 

Fuller takes the reader on a historical' journey before finally coming to the 
climax, throughout the book he builds his case in a very meticulous manner i 
and at no time is the book disjointed. Harry Price, a well-knwon psychic 
investigator at the time became involved in the case and was someone who had 
little interest in spiritualism. He simply wanted to know clinically how 
and why a psychic medium could possibly get through factual information that 
purported to be from the dead. Eileen Garrett, one of the mediums involved., 
was put through Price's rigid and in-depth study} not many survived his 
analysis} she did and her work was given more credibility because of this. 

The interest shown by Sir Arthur Conan Doyle and Harry Price are shown to 
have developed a struggle between the two of them; this centred on Doyle's 
persuasion that harsh and vigorous testing of a medium could destroy the 
delicate communication channels, on the other hand Price felt that any 
medium worth his or her salt, would overcome the severity of the testing 
and prove themselves. One early moment of the book tells of how Oo^le 
moulded the character of Sherlock Holmes on a medical professor named Dr. 
Joseph Bell, I quote, "He (Bell) once brought an ailing derelict into class 
one day, who limped over to a chair in front of the class. Bell demanded of 
a student to diagnose the man without touching him. Use your powers of 
deduction, he said. The student was baffled - hipjoint disease. Sir? he said. 
Hip nothing! Bell told him. One problem comes from his feet, - study the 
shoes. There are slits out in them to relieve pressure. The man has corns, 
but we don't treat corns here, we are not chiropodists. His trouble is far 
more serious: Chronic alcoholism, notice the red, nose, the puffed face, 
the bloodshot eyes and the pulsating arteries. But we need concrete evidence 
-what confirms the diagnosis. The student had no answer and Dr. Bell went 
over to the patient and pointed. The diagnosis is confirmed without question 
by the neck of a whisky bottle protruding from the patient's righthand pocket, 
Bell explained". 

If you read this book with an open mind, at its conclusion it will have made 
you seriously think and perhaps accept the life after death hyposis more than 
ever before; it achieved this as far as I am concerned. John G Fuller has 
written over a dozen tcoks, amongst these are included two 'classic' UFO books 
'Incident at Exeter' and 'The Interrupted Journey' based on the Barney and 
Betty Hill abduction case. Last year saw the publishing ofl 'The Ghost of 
Flight 401* an instang bestseller converting Fuller into the belief of the 
survival of the spirit. I find IhLs latest work a most valuable addition to 
anyone's bookcase. By David Rees. 
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THE HOUSE OF LORDS UFO DEBATE 

Open Head Press/Pentacle Books 1979 Paperback £2.95. 

Copies of Hansard costing 40p containing the official transcript of the 
debate in the House of Lords on 18 January 1979 sold out very quickly. The 
debate initiated by The Earl of Clancarty (Brinsley Le Poer Trench) attracted 
world-wide interest, and writer John Michell has p asted up the respective 
pages of Hansard, adding biographical notes, annotations and illustrations. 

While some of the notes are of an extraneous nature "Several notorious fakes 
continue to do the rounds in UFO public a ti ons... ff there are useful references 

to dates and events. Also cf interest was the inclusion of the dubious 

Official 1 list of alleged UpO contacts, referred to by Lord Kimberley, one 
of the abler contributors to the debate. Altbgether some 14 members of the 
Lords contributed including two scientists, Lord Kings Norton and Lord Halsbury. 
The most entertaining speech came from Labour Peer, Lord Davies of Leek. Tory 
spokesman, Lord Trefgarne, made such an inane opening reply to Lord Clancarty 
from the Dispatch Box that a fellow Tory r The Earl of Cork and Orrery, strongly 
disassociated himself: f, If this represents all that the Conservative Party 
can produce in the way of thinking on what is undoubtedly a serious subject, 
whatever your opinion about it may be, then this is deplorable.” 

Personally I found the overall level of awareness shown by their Lordships in 

the debate lasting nearly three hours, to be both dated and disappointing, 

and the Bishop of Norwich’s divergence into religious philosophy did little 
to help. -

LECTURE ON UFOS BY CHARLES GIBBS-5MITH 

On 20th November 1979, Betty Wood, Eve Demuth and I attended an evening 
lecture at the College of Psychic Studies in Quoonsbury Place, South Kensing- 
tori. The Chairman introduced Charley Gibbs-Smith ("Am over 70 now”) as the 
First Professor of Aerospace History at the Smithsonian Institute. Charles 
stressed at the start that there was "absolutely no question that they are 
real”. He seemed to devote the first 15 minutes and in fact a substantial 
part of his talk to attacking official attitudes. He noted that in the House 
of Lords debate, Lord Hewlett had been briefed by Sir Bernard Lovell to the 
effect that although Jodrell Bank had been on watch 24 hours a day, they had 
never seen a UFO. Charles claimed that on unnamed man who worked for Sir 
Bernard had been forbidden to discuss UFOs. 

It was claimed-that the late Earl Mountbatten had accepted the existence of 
UFOs and had asked for reports to be placed on his desk in WhitehallCharles 
mentioned official interest in France, but went an to f Aunt 5allY f scientists 
in general* He asared us that he had looked at the 1097 flap in the USA and 
it was his job to know that there were no man-made machines flying at the time. 
(No mention was made of. Dr.Doel’s researches into the Pennington airship). 

He thought that George Adamski was an honest man, but was a half-baked f seer f . 

He exhorted us to view the 15th century frescoes of Pieire della Francesca 
(in Arezzo, Tuscany) who had a good line cloud-like UFQs. Charles admitted 
to a fear of looking at lightning, and he had seen a 2 ft fireball sitting 
on the rig' holding the cross-members of a boat. He quoted Dr.Allen Hynek 
several times and said that ”Hynek is a very fine man”. During question 
time he revealed that he had forgotten thu* titles of Charles Fort’s books, 
although he had referred to Fort in his talk..

USA : EERIE CLUES BACK OFFICER'S UFO REPORT 

WARREN, Minn.(AP) - a Brilliantly lighted object that swept down on a deputy 
sheriffs car and left the vehicle damaged and the officer unconscious remained 
a mystery Thursday. 

Aside from being shocked and sustaining a mild case of "welder's blindness". 
Deputy Val Johnson was in good condition Thursday, thEe days cfter the incident. 
It happened early Monday on the flats of the agricultural Red River Valley 
in northwestern Minnesota. 

The chief investigator for the Center for UFO Studies, Allan Hendry, invest¬ 
igated the case and at his Evanston, Ill., headquarters Thursday, he said: 

"It is amost incredible case and there are some most unusual clues", including 
the two bent antennas, shattered windshielf, broken headlap and a small dent 
in the hood of the patrol car. • 

"A truly anomalous case", Hendry said. "We receive about 1,000 tips of UFOs 
a year. We investigate by phone the most interesting ones. But in the event 
of an unusual case like this, where damage is involved, its worth going out 
to sea". 

Hendry daid he was intrigued by the fact that there was no damage to the rim 
of,, the headlamp. Also, the radio antennas were bent over, but there was no 
evidence of paint marks, and the bugs on them hadn't been scraped off., 

And Johnson's wristwatch and the electric clock in the ear each stopping for 
14 minutes heightened the mystery 

The Federal Aviation Agency and Grank Forks Air Base had no reports of air 
craft in the area at the time of the incident. "But it doesn't prove a plane 
wasn't ttere". 

Johnson, 35 who apparently was unconscious for about 30 minutes after the 
incident, has worked at the Marshall County sheriff's office 2years. 

Sheriff Dennis Brekke said Johnson is a good, stable worker, with a wife and 
three children, and "people like him real’ well". 

Johnson intended staying at his home in Oslo, Minn., Thursday, but went to 
meet with reporters at the sheriff’s office in Warren. 

I was pretty down in the dumps the first couple of days afterwards", the . 
Officer said. "I thought I was in mental difficulty. It’s pretty hard for 
me to jestify, since I work with facts and logic. 

But what happened isn't logical, and that's a bit frightening"..

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PSIUFOLOGICAL PHENOMENA: UFOs AMD THE PARANORMAL - by Mark Moravec 

"...In Ufology the rule is to think of everything and to believe nothing'*# 

- Aime Midhel, 1969. 

Over recent years, mahy UFO researchers have increasingly focused their 
attention on what I term "psiufological" phenomena: those cases where 
UFO and paranormal events apparently overlap. 5ome claim that this type 
of case bolds the key to unlock the UFO mystery. Others claim that such 
cases are unreliable and distract us from proving the physical reality 
of UFOs. The only way to determine what viewpoint is correct, is by 
thoroughly investigating and researching reports of psiufological events. 

The aim of this paper is to present an overview of psiufological phenomena, 
hypothese that may explain such events, and some implications for investigation 

Psiufological phenomena can be split up into a number of categories: 

1. MENTAL COMMUNICATIONS 

In these cases, a person claims to have received mental communications from 
a source that is usually identified as a UFO entity. The communication may 
be received before, during or after a UFO encounter and through a variety of 
modes including apparent telepathy, automatic writing, trance-status or visions 

In the simplest case, a witness may report that "something" made him look up, 
and there above him was a UFO. A number of hypotheses may explain this 
reaction: 

(l^ It is just a coincidence that the witness happened to look up at the 
time the UFO was present. 

(2) The witness's own, natural ESP made him aware of the UFOs presence. 

(3) The UFO intelligence deliberately made its presence known to the 
witness by means of a telepathically-transmitted signal. 

In mors complex cases, the witness may receive a communication predicting 
future events or a communication consisting of heavy, philosophical cum 
spiritual concepts. An example of mental communication in the UFO context 
is the Frankston, Victoria case of 25 July, 1972. Mrs.M.Puddy observed a 
blue, disc-shaped object while driving along the.Mooraduc Road. She lost 
control of her cor which slowed to a halt by itself. She became aware of an 
audible"voice"in- her mind which uaid: "All your tests will be negative. Tell 
the media we mean no- harm. You now have control". The witness experienced 
apparitions of alleged UFO entities in the following year (Basterfield,1977: 
Magee, 1972). In this type of case, the "communication" may be explicable 
as: 

(1) An unconscious fantasy incorporating previous knowledge of UFO cases 
(cf: hypnotic regression cases). 

(2) A "symptom" of psychopathological behavious (cf: paranoid schizophrenia) 
triggered by a personal crisis unrelated to the UFO experience. 

(3) A "symptom" of psychopathological behavious triggered by a traumatic UFO 
experience. 

(4) A telepathic communication to the witness from the UFO intelligence. 

Hypotheses (l) and (2) may be less likely if it can be shown that objective, 
physical UFO events have occurred. Our present level of knowledge may be 
inadequate to enable us to differentiate between hypoth-eses (3) and (4). 
However, perhaps the content of the communication may give us a lead. 

2. POLTERGEISTS 

Poltergeists (literally "noisy spirits") usually involve the unexplained 
movements of objects. Most parapsychologists hold the view that poltergeists 
centre around a person who unconsciously uses his powers of psychokinesis 
* (mind over matter) to take out his frustrations on the physical environment. 
Poltergeists may interact with UFOs in several ways. A UFO witness may have 
had a history of poltergeist disturbances prior to his UFO sighting, or he 
may find that his residence is suddenly "invaded" by a poltergeist subsequent 
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♦to his UFO experience. At the flap level, UFOs and poltergeists may be 
witnessed in the same geographical area over a short time-span. UFO cases 
involving the "levitation" of the witness or his vehicle could conceivably 
also involve poltergeist effects. An example of an apparent UFO-pdltergeist 
interaction is the Wooler, Ontario, Canada case of 2 July, 1968% Fred and 
Wayne Coulthard observed on object with rotating red lights which agitated 
the family f s horses and cats. Less than two hours later, poltergeist 
disturbances began in the house and*continued for sevaal days. A window 
shattered; cards, spoons and a glass were thrown around; and a strong odour 
of roses was detected in the kitchen (Greystone, 4.96.9). 

Assuming hoaxes have been^ruled out, the following hypotheses might explain 
the UFO-poltergeist type of psiufological phenomena:

tend to' report other gni 
spurious correlation, 
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are more likely to see a UFO existing beyond the normal sensory range. 
Hypothesis (3) implies an internal, person-centred baus'e; hypothesis (4) 
implies an external cause; and hypotheses (2) and (5) imply an interaction 
between internal and external causes. Since poltergeists involve objective, 
physical events* UFO-poltergeist cases are potentially of high evidential 
value. 

3. APPARITIONS 

Apparitions are hallucinatory experiences of the visual kind involving the 
human figure. Apparitions gain significance when they exhibit correspondences 
with external events or. with the experiences of other percipients. Most 
parapsychologists believe that apparitions are communications received via 
ESP which become conscious through a hallucinated experience. Apparitions 
and UFOs may interact in much the similar way as poltergeists and UFOs, 
except that in apparition cases we are apparently dealing with subjective 
experiences. The UFO witness may have seen apparitions prior, during or 
after his UFO experience. UFOs and apparitions may also be seen in the same 
locality. An example of a possible UFO-apparition interaction is the March, 
1975 events at a highland farm in Tasmania. A man observed two soundless, 
flashing lights, beneath of which was a yellow glow dimly illuminating the 
ground. The lights speeded upwards at a steep angle. In the same mont, two. 
shooters observed an apparition on the same farm. One described it as a 
woman in the dress of the last century .and’which glided up steps; the other 
described it as an area of oval light which pulsed until it faded away to 
nothing. There were other sightings of apparitions and nocturnal lights 
at the same locale (TUFOIC, 1977). 
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4. paranormal HEALINGS

There appear to be three main alternatives to explain UFO-associated healings* 

(1) In some cases, the complaint itself was psychosomatic and was ’’cured” by 
suggestion after the UFO event, 

(2) Healings of short-term wounds may have been speeded up by electromagnetic 
radiation from the UFO. 

(3) A paranormal healing was carried out by the UFO intelligence. 

5. GH05TLIGHT5 


’’Ghostlights” are small lights which usually occur close to ground-level and 
tend’to reappear in the same location. I have included ghost-lights as a type 
of psiufological phenomenon since they appear to fit both the classifications 
of a UFO (unidentified, airborne light) and'a haunting (recurrent, localised 
manifestation). Australia’s most famous ghostlight is undoubtedly the Min-Min 
Light which reportedly frequents the Boulia district of western Queensland* 

It has been described as a glary, green ball of light which moves 5-10 feet 
above the ground at an estimated 10 mph (Lamond, 1937; Cusack, 1975). 

Ghostlights may be: 

(1) Misidentifications of natural pehnomena such as wind-blown mists: 
phosphorescence in marshes; perceptual alterations in a non-dlluminated 
visual field ("cerebral grey”); clusters of luminescent insects; light 
refraction effects; ball lightning or other electrical discharge. 

(2) Psychokinetic or poltergeist effects, unconsciously produced by an individ¬ 
ual • 

(3) Non-physical apparitions/ghosts• 

(4^ Small, physical UFOs (’’remote-control probes”) 

IMPLICATIONS FOR INVESTIGATION 

1 • ' .* ^ J » - 1 * 

I have looked at five categories of psiufological phenomena and hypotheses 
which may explain such cases. Some -of these relatively bizarre cases may 
emanate from psychologically-disturbed people, so it is certainly desirable 
to have the participation of specialists in psychology and psychiatry where 
possible* Some case-studies may also be aided by the application of hynotic 
regression techniques by competent bypnotherapitst• 

Meaningful research requires an adequate base of thoroughly investigated and 
documented psiufological cases. The properly-equipped investigator needs to 
know how to investigate paranormal experidnees as well as ’’down to earth” 

UFO events* To this end, I have designed a detailed questionnaire to 
supplement the standard UFO report form. The questionnaire for UFO/Parancrmal 
cases covers the paranormal phenomena dealt with in this paper as well as 
general psychological and physiological reactions and witness background. 
Recommended guides to investigating paranormal events are 5PR(1968) and 
Green (1976). 

r j j • « , 

Probdiy the most important factors which the investigator of psiufological 
cases needs to pay attention to, are: 

1. The witness’s prior knowledge of UFO and paranormal phenomena. This is 
a critical factor in determining hoaxes, the influence of overactive 
imaginations or potential raw material for hallucinations. 
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The witness's previous and subsequent paranormal experiences, if any. 

This is an imoortant factor in evaluating the apparent connections 
between UFOs and paranormal events. 

3. Whether or not any objective, phusical manifestations have taken place. 

If objective, physical events have taken place, we can be reasonably 
certain that the reported experiences are not solely psychopathological 
or ahllucinatory in origin. 

Finally, I would be interested in hearing about any psiufological cases that 
other investigators come across, for possible inclusion in a projected Aus¬ 
tralian catalogue of such cases.
